WORK IN CONGRESS. 


The Probabilities of Next Week's Legisla- 
tion, 


Wasuineton, January 11.—It is uncertain 
what business will be given precedence by the 
house duringsthe week. Tuesday has been 
set apart for su§p business as may be presen- 
ted by the commitiee on judiciary; Wednes- 
day for business presented by the committee 
on foreign affairs, and Thursday for the con- 
sideration of the McPherson senate bill, pro- 
viding for the issue of circulating 
notes to national banking associations, 
and the (Dingley) house bill 
eulhorizipg the secretary of the treasury to 
invest lawful money deposited in the t‘eas- 
ury in trust, by national banking associations, 
fur the retirement of their circulating notes. 

THE APPROPRIATION BILLS. 

These special orders, however, are not to in- 
terfere with the consideration of ‘the general 
appropriation bills. When the house ad- 
journed Saturday, the discussion of the con- 
sular and diplomatic bill was not completed. 
That measure will be calied up Tuesday, .or 
possibly to-morrow. The committee on ap- 
propriations intends reporting the Indian bill 
Tuesday, and an effort will be made to pasa 
it as soen as the eonsular and 
diplomatic bill iS disposed of. 
It is possible that the river and harbor appro- 

riation bill will be reported Wednesday or 
irhuveday. As soon thereafter as opportunity 
is offered, an effort will be made to pass it. 
There promises to be astrenuous contest dur- 
ing the week between the friends of the spe- 
cial orders and the advocates of the prominent 
measures Which have been before the house 
time. Mr. Singleton wil! endeavor to 
secure the passage of a bill authorizing the con- 
struction of a building for the accommodation 
ofa congressional library, Mr. Townsend, 
the Mexican pension bill, and Mr. Willis, the 
education bill. 

THE PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

Mr. Stockslager,chairman of the house com- 
mittee on public buildings and grounds, says 
it is his purpose to call up the bills provi- 
ding for appropriations for public buildings 
throughout the country, at every opportunity 
that is offered during the remainder of the ses- 
sion. ‘When the house decides to discuss the 
bilJs for public buildings,” he continues, ‘I 
will mot ask it to pass the bills which have 
been favorably reported, M lump, but will 
offer each bill separately to be passed or de- 
feated on its merits. There are fifty-eight 
bills for public buildings, aggregating $6,232,- 
200, which have been reported to the house 
duribg the present congress,and which are now 
pending.

THE MINT STATEMENT, 


The Amount of Gold and Silver Coin forthe 
Present Year. 

Wasnineton, January 11.—The director of 
the mint has made his usual annual statement 
and estimate of the changes and increase du- 
ring the year, in the United States.

The imports of United States coin have been

Wasuinoton, January 11.—[Special.]—Tex- 
as is a remarkable state, and contains some 
remarkable men. Two ot its citizens attained 
national notoriety on, perhaps, the most trivi- 
al incidents that eVer occasioned it. One of 
these was Colonel Fitzhugh, doorkeeper ofthe 
house in the forty-fourth congress, who, in 
his elation at the possession of the large pat- 
ronage of that oflice, wrote toa friend that he 
was a “bigger man than oldGrant.” The let- 
ter fell into the poesession of a fellow who had 
been refused an appointment by Fitzhugh. He 
published it, causing Fitzhugh to lose his of- 
fice, but to win more notoriety than the most 
faithful discharge of his duties could possibly 
have conferred upon him. 

The other Texan who leaped into fame in a 
moment was Mr. Webster Flanigan, who four 
years ager electrified the national republican 
convention by exclaiming *“‘What are we here 
for, if not for the offlices?’” Flanigan has long 
ago despaired of ever again touching the giddy 
height to which he was then instantly lifted, 
but he hasrecently figured in a disagreeable 
attitude before the senate. He was nominated 
for a revenue collectorship in Texas, and 
his confirmation was long delayed, 
while fearful rumors of rejection 
were thick inthe air. It was charged that 
Flanigan, who was toexecute the revenue 
laws, had once been convicted of their viola- 
tion. He was mixedup ina case of illicit 
distilling, and was fined-a goed round sum. 
To make the matter worse it was said that the 
fine had never been paid. Somehow these 
difficulties were smoothed over, and Flanigan 
was confirmed. Senator Morrill, according to 
rumor, alluded fecetiously to Flanigan’s fa- 
mous expression when the senate was consid- 
ering his nemination in exeeutive session. 
He efaid he kad no doubt that 
Flanigan had tempered the views he exproess- 
ed four years ago aud would now approve a 
liberal civil service admidistration. | 

The thanks of congress, though a mere 
formality, have not been made common in 
the history of the country. They have been 
bestowed only for very distinguished services, 
and, in nearly every instance, upon very con- 
spicuous men. The pending propositian to 
bestow thisreward upon Licutenant Grecly 
and Lieutenant Emory is not objected to be- 
cause the services they performed were not 
gallantand faithful. it is admitted that these 
officers made a brilliant record in their coa- 
tention against the dangers of the arctic 
regione. But there are others whose meritori- 
ous services cannot without manifest injustice 
be overlooked. The friends of Lieutenant 
Coffin, who commanded the ‘Alert,’ think 
he is entitled to a full share in whatever com- 
mendation congress assigns.

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CHATTANOOGA FREIGHTS. 


The Queen and Crescent Route [naugarates 
a Competitive Rate, 

CuatTanooca, Tenn.,January 11.—[Special.] 
For the first time in many years Chattanooga 
has an advantage over all the other southern 
cities in the way of freight rates.

THE BISMARCK OF BOOKS, 


A Sketch of Mr, Quaritch and His Sanctum 
—Remarkable Personage. 

Loxpor, January 11.—The man who within 
a week buys two books, one for £3,000 and the 
other for £3,900, must be a ramarkable per- 
sonege. Atthe Syston Park sale in London 
this week he has bought not less than £30,000 
worth of books. A Pall Mall Gazette reporter 


has hunted him out in his wonderfully litera- 
ry treasury in{Paccadilly. ““Mr.Quaritch,” says 
he, ‘wes mhis sanctum, a small, dark room, 
almost filled with the table, a few chairs and 
two or three bookcases, . containing 
peveral thousand pounds worth of rare 
volumes, protected from the dust by glass 
doors. He points to two or three portraits of 
himself which hang from the walls, and is 
especially proud of one showing him arrayed 
in the flowing robes of the order, towering over 
a group of triends—the learned society of “Odd 
Volumes.” Mr. Quaritch discoursed in a pes- 
simistic strain of the decadence of the genuine 
buyer and collector, “a sign of the materialis- 
tic age we live in.” Book buying and book 
collecting in its proper senso has gradually de- 
clined since 1830, when there came a new de- 
parture and anew school. 1t was before that 
time that the great libraries were formed. 
“Ai the Hamilton sale I spent £40,000 and 
at the Sunderland sale £33,000; and most of 
my purchases are now inthe house here. I 
have known well most of the collectors of my 
time; three dukes of Hamilton, for instance; 
and there yeu see the portrait of one of m 
best customers—the late earl of Crawford, 
whese body was stolen. But, asI have said, 
the fashion has changed nowadays. Collect- 
ors go m for first editions of Keats, Shelley, 
Thackeray, Dickens, and for the engravings 
of Cruikshank and ‘Phia.’ Then sporting 
literature is greatly in demand. Another 
very good customer is the country gentleman, 
who generally aspires to have in fis library 
the best books.on his county history. But I 
cannot enumerate the demands and crazes. 


| Show me @ man’s library and I will tell you 


his character and his attainments.”’ 

‘But it is about the marketable value of the 
books that Mr. Quaritch concerns himself;. for 
despite all his learning he describes himself as 
being as much a commercial man as the stock- 
broker or the merchant, and appraises the 
value of @ library just as a tea-taster would a 
semple of tea. He began business in Castle 
street some forty years ago. 

“He.is shrewd and active as ever, and, like 
Professor Jowett, ‘what he knows not is not 
knowledge.’ No one having talked five min- 
utes to the Bismarck of the book trade could 
fail to see that he had to do with a keen trader, 
up to every move on the board and to every 
trick of the trade. His hunting greunds are 
4ll over the face of the earth; he gathers his 
barvest from the five continents and stores it 
up at Piecadilly.”’

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OLD MINING TALES. 


RECALLED BY A THRILLING ARI- 
ZONA MYSTERY. | 


Bill Pepper’s Remarkable Escape from TAabllity 
for the Murder of a Brother Miner—Lyneh- 
ing @ Man for the Murder of Another 
Who was Not Dead, Etc. 


Tompston¥, Arizona, January 11.—The dis- 
covery of the dead body of a miner up in the 
mountains near here caused some of 
the old frontiersmen who hang about the hotels 
to overhaul their memories for yarns about 
mining mysteries. 

“This here case,” said old Bill Pepper, “is 
queer, because no one knows just what killed 
him, Still, there’s any one of a dozen things 
that might have finished him, so that it isn’t 
so terribly queer after all. Now, I remember 
& case in 1850 over on the American river, in 
California, that made my hair stand. Three or 
four of us were working together. Charley 
Thomas and I were in the gulch, and our part- 
ners were up at the camp getting dinner. Char- 
ley had a pick, and was swinging it hard. I 
was shovelling some gravel, and we were both 
talking. Pretty soon the dinner horn blew, 
and I says: ‘Comeon, Charley; dinner’s 
ready.’ He said something about coming right 
along, and | suppose he was following me un- 
til I] hed gone tome distance, and then I look- 
ed around, and he was not insight, Think- 


ing he would come right along, I went on to 
the camp and told the other boys that Charley 
wes on the way in. Asthe meal progressed [ 
said several times that it seemed strange that 
he did not come in, and the others agreed with 
me. When we got through dinner I hurried 
back to the gulch, and found Charley lying 
flat on his back,dead. There was no mark visi- 
ble except a big bruise on his forchead, where 
the pick had hit him as he fell, but whieh 
could not have been severe enough to cause 
death. Irolled him over and raised him up 
aud tried to rouse him, but without avail. He 
never spoke. I was terribly agitated, and 
just as 1 was bending over him and listening 
with my ear on his heart my partners came 
up, and made known their presence by some 
exclamation which made me jump. I could 
sce in a moment that they suspected me, and 
I presume that my manner was a little queer. 
They examined the bruise on his head, and 
made several inquiries. I told them all I 
knew about thecase. They seemed anxious 
to know more, and pumped me persistently. 
I said at last: , ; 

“ ‘Now, I know you think I did this thing, 
but I swear to you that I know nothing about 
it. If you will say that yeu believe me, and 
will promise never to suspect me again, I 
will be glad. Ifyou persist in your suspi- 
cions l will shoot myself here and now, and 
what money I leave | direct to be used in for- 
warding Charley’s body to a point where it 
can be examined and the cause of his death 
aecertained,’ 

‘‘We were all good friends, and they insisted 
that they had no idea that I had killed him. 
The thing was so sudden and mysterious they 
didn’t know what to make of it at first, and 
they naturally thought that we might have 
had a fight. When I became convinced by 
their actions that they really believed my 
story I was greatly relieved, and we buried 
Cheriey near where hedied. We xever found 
out just what ailed him, but the probability 
ia that it was heart disease. If Ihadn’t been 
among friends at that time I would have been 
lynched for murder, and, understanding that 
fact fully, I have always been mightily oppos- 
ed tolynch law. I have sat in two or three 
lynch courts, and I have always made the 
mob preduce somebody who could swear that 
the prisoner was guilty.” 

This etory reminded Jim Leffel ofan episode 
in his career during the early days on the 
Comstock. There was a rough crowd 
around the mines, and fights and murders 
were numerous. ‘The boys had been talking 
for some time,’’ he said, “about lynching some- 
body ifthe killings did not stop. One dis- 
meal November day, just at dusk, it was re- 
ported that Tim Long’s body had been found 
down toward Gold Hill, and thatthe man w’ 
hed killed him had been capture’ lio ach 
of robbing him, Lepg was a great favorite, 
and it made everybody fmrious when it was 
announced that he hed been murdered. The 
prisoner waa o harmless looking seri.o* D, 
a stranger there, and he told.a-“y_..¥ teraight 
story, but nobody beliews?® +-rt:. He said he 
was coming over, trem cvld Hill to Virginia 
City in the = ag, when he stumbled on the 
dead be 'y, which lay right in the road. His 
fyet fceling of horror soon gave way to one of 
joy, for he was entirely destitute, and he 
thought possibly the man might have some 
valuables. Just as he was searching hima 
party of miners came along, seized him, and, 
removing Long’s body to the camp, spread the 
intelligence. 

“As soon as it becamejknown that Long 
was dead there was a general demand for ven- 
geance. Everybody in the camp-was out, and 
there was an enormous amount of drinking 
and carousing. Toward midnight it was 
agreed by a lot of leading spirits that the peo- 
pie must take the law into their own hands. 
The prisoner was brought out and a court was 
organized. Everybody wanted to be judge, 
and when one was finally selected everybody 
else wanted to be ajuryman or the prosecu- 
tor. After these dignitaries had been chosen 
there was a call for a yolunteer to defend the 
accused Man. But no one pay preemie Feel- 
ing a little serry for the chap, | says: 

‘¢<7’]] hold him up, boys, if you won’t lay it 
up #gainst me.’ 

“They all said they wouldn’t, and I took 
hold of the case, not having any idea that I 
could save his neck, but just determined that 
I would say a few words in the interest of fair 
play and againstvany hasty action. As soon as 
the evidence tor the prosecution was in the 
boys began to yell for a verdict, and every 
minute that I talked they interrupted me. I 
was just closing with what I then considered a 
pretty fine piece of oratory when thare was & 
tremendous commotion on the outside of the 
crowd. First there was a sort of a war whoop, 
and then a prolonged howl that might have 
been heard for miles. I thought they were 
comtng for me, and got right down from the 
bex on which I had been standing, and taking 
up a position beside the prisoner, with whom 
my sympathy was increasing every minute, 
we awaited the worst. I says to him: 

“Let ’emcome. They are after both of us.” 

‘(His teeth chattered as hethanked me for 
what I had said.” 

“Just then a little chap mounted the box, 
having forced his way eey the crowd, and 
after the yell which greeted him had subsided 
he inquired :” 

‘*<W hat’s this trial for?” 

“¢For the murder of Jim Long,” says the 
prosecutor and the udge together. 

“« ‘Well, then, I adjourn this court,’ he said, 
‘for Jim Long is as well es any of you, and he 
ain’t killed at all.’ 

“Then came explanations and laughter and 
curses: Jim had not been hurt. He had had 
some sort of a fainting spell, and lay for an 
hour or two as if dead, but after being brought 
to the camp and left alone with a blanket over 
him, he ‘came to his senses, and presently 
walked outin search of adrink. Hearing of 
the trial then in progress, he sent word of his 
eafety. Now I call thatanother illustration of 
how nears man can come to being lynched, 
and yet not get there, particularly when he is 
innocent. 1 oat believe an innocent man 
was ever lynched. 

“JT phe he with you on that,” said the 
next speaker, an old man named Parker. “I 
knew of one case where a man entirely inno- 


cent was hanged by the neck until dead.

tim. itsohappened that that weapon was 
Bristol’s, and the authorities made up their 
minds that he wasthe man. Before any ar- 
rest was made Rumsey, who had begun to re- 
alize what he had done, asked Bristol for ad- 
vice. He was in a terrible condition. He 
feared to move and he dared not remain where 
he was. He had parents, a wife, children and 
other relatives im the east, and life was dear 
to him. 

«if it was not for them,’ he said, ‘I would 
soon end this trouble,’ and he looked wistfully 
at a rifle standing in Bristol’s cabin. 

‘The suggestion seemed to give the elder 
man anidea. Hereflected a moment with 
brows deeply knit, and then said: 

«You goon. I did that murder, and I will 
take the consequences.’ 

‘“‘Rumeey paused neither to inquire the mo- 
tive nor the possible consequences of his 
friend’s decision., He got out of the country as 
soon as possible, and he never went back there, 
Rumsey was suspected of the crime, and meas- 
ures were taken to bring him back, if Bristol 
had not confessed the murder himself. He 
was placed in jail, and 1 have no doubt he ex- 
pected a trial by jury. Just what his seheme 
was,ofcourse no one knows.

Suppose a manasked of you the road 
foacertain place, and you carelessly and 
falsely toid him, and afterwards you heard

You could not forgive your- 
telf, You would say: “I wish I had taken 
mere time-with that man. I wish I had giv- 
€n him such specific directions that he would 
Bot have been lost. How sorry I feel about 
it!” But oh; to misdirect the eternal interests 
a large congregation! How cold and stolid 
We stand inour pulpits, actually sometimes 
Priding ourselves on our deliberation, when 
We have no right to be cold and ought to be 
almost frautic with the perils that threaten 
Sur hearers. So much so, that seme of us give 
ho Werning at all, and we stand Sabbath after 
thath, talking about “human develop- 
ment,” and we patmen on the back and we 
fase them and we sing them all down 
rough the rapids to the last plunge. Or, as 
© poet has it: 
Smooth down the stubborn text to ears polite, 
Mi snugly keep damnation out o! sight !’”’ 
“) my brethren in the minis¢ry—for I seo 
nf™ always in the audience—my brethren in 
: ey, we es afford to ae co wate 
: anrophes things, smioo ings 
(whose ald without re to their character, 
“there be for you in the day: 
: «t the bar of God? You 
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heard you preach five hundred times and I ' 
admired your. philosophie disquisition and 
your graceful gestures and your nicely mould- 
ed seutences, curvilinear and stelliform, and I 
thought you were ‘the prince of propricties; 
but you didn’t help me prepare for this day. 
Cursed be your rhetoric, eursed be your art. 
lem going down and i'll take you with me. 
it is your fault; witness all the hosts of heay- 
en and ali the hosts of darkness. It is your 
fault, sir.”’ And the chorus will come up 
from all worlds: “His fault! Hig fault!” All 
of us who preach this gospel need to speak as 
though the pulpit quaked with the tramp of 
eternal realities, as though beneath us were 
the bursting graves of the resurrection morn, 
as though rising above us, tier above tier, were 
the Kiar gs of heaven looking down, ready 
to ap aud our fidelity, or hiss at our stolidity, 
while coming througn the Sabbath: air were 
the long, deep, harrowing groan of the dying 
nations that are never dead. May God with a 
torch from heaven set all the pulpite of Eng- 
land and Scotland and Ireland and the United 
States on fire. As for myself standing here in 
this presenee this morning I feel as if I had 
never began to preach. ft God will forgive 
= for the past, I will do better for the fa- 
ure. 
“Tis not a cause of small import 
The yastor’s care demands; 
Dut what might fill an angel's heart, 
It filled a Bavior’s hands, 
“They watch for souls for which the Lord 
Did heavenly bliss forego; 
For sculs that saust forever live 
In raptures or in woe.” 

Still further: I see a need for a great awak- 
ening in the fact that the kingdom of God is 
making such slow progress. I simply state 
a fact when I sey that in many places the 
church is surrendering and the world is cone 
quering. Where there is one man brought 
into the kingdom of God through Christian in- 
strumentality, there are ten men dragged 
down by dissipations. Fifty grogshops built 
to one church established. Literary journals 
in different parts of the country filled with 
scum and dandruff and slag, controlled by the 
very scullions of society, depraving every- 
thing they put their hands on. Three hun- 
dred and ten newspapers, and journals and 
megazines in New York, and more than two 
hundred of them depraving to the public taste, 
if not positively inimical to our holy Christ- 
ianity. Jwok abroad and see the surrender, 
even on the ahs ot those that pretend to be 
Christian churches, to spiritualism and 
humanitarianism and all the forms of devil-— 
ism. If amanstand in his pulpit and say 
that unless you be born again you will be lost, 


} donot the tight kid gloves of the Christian, 


diamonds bursting’ through, go up to their 
foreheads in humilistion and shame? It is 
notelegant, A mighty hostin the Christian 
church, positively professing Christianity, do 
vnot believe in the Bible, out and out, in and 
in, from the first word of the first verse of the 
first chapternof the book of Genesis, down to 
the last word of the !ast verse of the last chap- 
ter of the book of Revelation. Oh, we have 
magnrficent church machinery in this country ; 
we have sixty thousand American ministers, 
we have costly music, we bave great Sanday- 
schools; and yet 1 give the fact that while the 
great cause of Goduis marching on, there aro 
many regiments falling back, and if the army 
does not come; to complete route—aye, to 
ghastly Bull Run defeat—it will be because. 
some individual churehes hurl themselves to 
the front, und’ ministers of Christ, trampling 
onthe favor of this world and sacrificing 
everything, shall snatch up the torn and shat- 
tered banner of Emanuel, and rush ahead, 
erying: ‘“Omhkon! This is no time to run; 
this is the time to advance.” 

I see still further the need of a great awak- 
ening in the multitudinous going down of un- 
forgiven souls. Since many of you came on 
the stage of action, a whole generation has 
gone into the gates of eternity. Your oppor- 
tunity to act upon them is gone. They have 
disappeared trom the churches, from the 
stores, the shops, the streets, from the homes. 
You, O, Christian.man, had an opportunity of 
meeting them. Jou did meet them, You 
‘talked with them on other subjects. You had 
an Opportunity of ‘saying the saving word, and 
you did not say that saving word. Just think 
of that! Oh, where is the fountain where, 
with sleeve rolled up, we may wash our hands 
from the blood of souls? The only question 
is, whether, as Christian men and women, we 
can now interrupt the other. procession that 
is marching down and will after a while, if 
unarrested by God's grace, fall off. There are 
going out from our stores hundreds of thous- 
ands of clerks; going out from our factories 
hundreds of thousands of operatives; there 
are goipg out of our colleges hundreds of 
thousands of students; thefeare going out of 
our fields hundreds of thousands of husband- 
.men,to join the ranks of death. They are 
fighting their way down. They storm and 
teke every impediment put in their way, and 
who will throw himself in the way of this 
stampede of dying men and women—who? 
crying, “Iialt, halve!” 

Is it not time for something desperate? In- 
animate solicitation will not do. They will 
not stop for that. You need a momentum 
gathered by a whole uight’s wrestle with the 
omnipotent God. Oh, these dying souls! these 
dying soule! What shall we say to them! 
What ehall we do for them? tch them be- 
fore they make the last spring. Put down 
everything else and run for the rescue. To- 
morrow may be too late. Three o’clock this 
afternoon may be too late. Now reach over 
the pew and scize that soul before it flashes 
out of your sight.forever. Their house is on 
fire, and no Jadder tothe window. Their ship 
is going down aud no lifeboat. O, men and 
women of God, awake! Awake! Oh, that 


sorrews, and the agonizing and rapturous 
vociferation of three worlds woald arouse you 
to-day! O, God, iiame upon us these over- 
wheliming realities! Killour stolidity. Knock 
from under us our couches of ease, Consume 
our indifference, and throw us into the battle. 
An eternity of work—an eternity of work to 
do in ten years. Aye, perhaps in one year, 
perhaps in one mouth, perhaps in one day, 
perhaps in one hour, perhaps in one minute, 
perhaps in one second, and this the last. But 
no one drops down, and so I think God is go: 
ing to spare us to wake up out of our indolence 
and realize the truth that the greatest need of 
the church to-day is a great awakening. 

I need not rehearse in this presence what 
God bas done for us as an individual church. 
You bave heard with your own ears the cries 
for mercy, and you have seen the raining tears 
of repentance. I do not believe that there is 
any Church in this land that owes God more of 

ratitude thay this church owes Him to-day. 

ut who can count the number of our per- 
manent congregation who are not Christians? 
And what about the eighty or one hundred 
thousand souls of strangers, that during the 
last year, floated in and out our assemblages; 
and’‘what about the eternity of those who are 
now and will be thi# year in our permanent 
congregation; and the eighty or one hundred 
' thousand souls that duriug this coming twelve 
months will floatin. If John Livingston in a 
*gmall church in one service had five hundred 
souls brought to God, why may you not in 4 
larger church, have three thousand souls as 
easily as he had five hundred? It is the same 
gospel. John Livingston did not save them. It 
is the same Holy Ghost. It is the same great 
Jehovah. If John Knox could put the le- 
ver of prayer under Scotland until he moved 
it from end to end, shall you not by the levor 
of iimportunate petition move this whole city 
of Brooklyn from the East river to Now 
Utrecht, and from New Utrecht, to Long Island 
city? God can do itand He will do it, if you 
mightily and relentlessly ask Him to do it. 
‘Oh, fling body, mind and soul, and eternal 
destiny into this one thing. Living out and 
enlarge in your prayerful expectations. You 
esked God tor hundreds of souls, and He gave 
them to you, aud Isometimes heard you ask 
for thousands; and 1am very certain that if 

ou had asked for thousands with the same 
faith that you asked for hundreds, God would 
have given you thousands. There is no need 
in this presence, of bringing the old sterotyped 
illustrations of the fact that God hears prayer, 
nor telling you about Hezekiah’s restored 
health, and about Elijah and the great rain. 
and about the post-mortem examination of the 
apostle James, which found that his knees 
had become callous by much praying nor of 
Richard Baxter, who stained the walls of his 
study withthe bresth of prayer; nor, ot John

WY Theat on his fefore God. | JNo need. 
of 5 ~ these things. I ar in on 
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all rewards and punishments, all joys and '

heard your petition; and of that time when 
your fortune failed and God set in your empty 
pantry the cruse of oil and the measure of 
meal.

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HOW THEY LIVE IN WINNIPEG 
AND NORTHWEST /TERRITORY- 


A Talk With a Canadian— Winter in Manitoba— How 
the Farnier Dreases—Whathe Hits—His Daily 
Life—The Intense Heat of Summer— 
Keeping Warm in the Winter.

“Cold!” said a Canadian trom Winnipeg to 


a representative of the New York Sun, during | 


“Cold! why, 


the cold enap a few days ago. 
Up in my 


surely you don’t call this cold. 
country if ig occasionally so cold at this season 
of the year:that the cows give ice cream when 
they are milked. I tell you that there can be 
no trifling with the cold up there. Look at 
the way we dress. Ia winter we all wear furs. 
The policemen at Winnipeg have buffalo coats 
down to their heels, and every man, rich or 
poor, in the northwest must wear a furcap. I 
have known the cold to penetrate the skull of 
a man who went out one day with an ordinary 
felt hat, and brain fever carried him offin 
ibree days. The streets of Winnipeg just now 
are full of men who move about like animals 
in menagerie cages. You see nothing but 
beaver, and otter, and Persian lamb, and seal, 
and mink, and raccoon, and marten, and 
muskrat, and all the furs that ever adorned 
ibe Goths or Ostro-Goths, who first brought 
the choice furs of the north to southern and 
And the sleighs are covered 
and brown bear and 
grizzly skins and butialo robes, while 
an occasional Astrakhan gives evidence 
of luxury in frosty furs. Without furs we 
could not live in winter up in that country. 
We not only use them as articles of luxury, a3 
the Chinese use the ermine, sable, or the fiery 
fox, but we are obliged to use them as articles 
of necessity. And every species of skin is util- 
Th, ; : 

ized. The hardy voyageurs and coureurs du 
bois dress themselves in buckskin with head- 
‘dresses of wolf, lynx, badger, or wildcat hides, 
while silver and blue fox furs may be seen on 
the heads of the rich. A man must be very 
hard up in Winnipeg who does not own a fur 
coat, cap, and gloves or mittens. A walk 
through the streets may be turned into a les- 
eon in natural history by those who read as 
they run. In fact, a great many people buy 
more expensive furs fhan they can afford. 
Winter is our season of extravagance, and in 
our attempt to possess costly furs we often go 
ruinously beyond our meuns. 

*Asfor thecold,’’ he continued, “‘it is se- 
vere, but we donot fee! itas much as you 
might fancy. We ere dressed for it, and our 
houses ure built to resist it. All our houses 
have double doors and double windows. Fires 
sre, of course, kept going night andday. We

mrmrre not much out of doors in winter, and yet 


nearly everybedy gets frostbitten at times. 


CalaiW hen we see a man on the street with a white 


_ on his cheek or nose we stop and point to 
ibe asfilicted part. He will understand:at once. 
If the weather is very coid we can’t speak to 
each other very well, for our moustaches freeze 
to our beards and form a crust of ice over our 
mouths. We must thaw this off before we can 
talk. Gn the plains, som<times, a man is fro- 
zen to death, but this does not often happen. 
It isno joketo be caught ina blizzard on 
the prairies. It happened to me once a lit- 
tle north of “Medicine Hat.” It wasin Jan- 
uary,and the thermometer was about five 
degrees below zero, but the wind biew at the 
rate of thirty miles an hcur. I was traveling 
with a half-breed guide and adog sleigh. We 
upset the sleigh, got the dogs and ourselves 
under it as well as we could, wrapped the furs 


the dogs, we fed them on fish. We gave each 
dog alish at the end of the day’s journey. 
Fish are light to carry, and the dogs like 
them. We can, too, if near a lake, always 
get a fresh eupply by cutting through the tice, 
and puiting a bait down the hole. 

“Yos, it is cold; but it is not the cold we 
object tos0 much as the lenghth of the win- 
ters. Thesnowison the greund for seven 
months in our northwest. Fortunately there 
is not much of it. Wenever have more than 
e foot of snow during the winter,or just enough 
to make good sleighing. At the base of the 
ltocky mountains the ground is clear of snow 
for the greater part of the season. The cli- 
mate there is as temperate as it is in New 
York. This is owing to the ‘Chinook winds.’ 
These winds come from the Pacific ocean 
through the Chinook pass, They effect the 
temperature of the adjoining country. Out 
there I have"seen cattle feeding on the plains 
in January and — But the region 
thus affected is small, and we have no other 
modifying influences on our climate. 

“The absence of great bodies of water is, in 
my opinion, the chief cause of the intense 
coldin our Canadian northwest. One of the 
best proofs I can give you of the severity of 
the climate is found in the fact that you may 
travel hundreds of miles on the plains without 
secing a boulder or stone, The frost pulver- 
izes them. They burstasunder as though 
blown apart with gunpowder, and solid ma- 
terials have thus been converted into soil. The 
worst of it is that the cold comes so early 
and stays so late, Wecan raise neither ap- 
ples, pears nor peaches up there. Nor can we 
reise Indian corn, and for that reason our Ca- 
nadian northwest can never bea great pork 
country. Small fruit, cherries, raspberries, 
currents and strawberries, however, will 
ripen, but wecannot hope to make fruit abun- 
dant. The cold is too severe to enable us to 
raise anything but the hardiest kinds of fruit 
and corn—those which ripen early. 

“We who live in the cities do not suffer 
from the cold halfas much as the farmers. 
Woed is scarce all over the country, and the 
farmer is obliged to economize his fuel. This 
is one of hia greatest hardships. Along the 
line of railway be cau get coal, which is now 
found in great abundance on the Saskatcha- 
wan, but when the farmer has to depend on 
wood for fuel he has a hard time of it in win- 
ter. Jie sometimes makes fuel out of his 
manure heap in theautumn, afterthe man- 
nerofthe Mennonites, by mixing it with 
straw, and working it into the consistency of 
peat. This burns well, but inthe end it 
will be found expensive. He must let his 
fire go out every night and light it next’ 
morning when the thermometer may be 
twenty, thirty, or forty degrees below zero. 
His dog generally sleeps at the foot of his 
bed. Everything in the house freezes. If he 
happens to put his lips to 
any iron substance before he lights the fire his 
lips stick to it and the skin peels off before he 
can release them. If hia oddlar is not good he 
will fiud eyerything he has, in the way ofeat- 
ables, frozen. Henever wears boots. If he 
did his feet would freeze. He puts on three or 
four pairs of stockings and a pair of moccasins. 
It he wants to visit a neighbor, who probably 
lives miles away, he must travel on saowshoes. 
ihe air is #o rarefied that his coming can be 
heard « mile away.* Ashe beats down the 
snow in walking the noise will make a dog 
bark at the distance of halfa mile. The still- 
ness is depressing. He never sees a bird all 
through tt 6 winter, and, the sight of a coyote 
it always welcome. The ‘caw-caw’ ofa crow 
to him is @ messenger of joy, for it preludes 
the spring. The‘caw caw’ is the northwest 
Canadian farmers’ opera, end no lover of mu- 
sic ever listened to the queen of the operatic 
singe with more pleasure than he does to the 
crow a3 it gives out its ‘caw’ over the bleak 
plains of Manitoba, Alberte, or Hsnaboid. He 
bas, indeed, the Aurora to look atin winter, 
and he does not tireof itsoon either. The 
great streamers of tremulous light are his only 


ing man. He spends all his time in winter 
between his house and his out-offices, if he has 
any. He looks forward‘to splendid fields of 
wheat and oats to compensate him for the 
hardships he endures. But he must be care- 
ful. These large yields per acre will become 
lees every year unless the farmers manure 
their lands. In Minnesota and Iowa thirty- 
five bushels of wheat to the acre were not un- 
common when the lands in those states were 
first broken, and now I suppose that they do 
not average more than sixteen. The Ameri- 
ean farmers neglected to farm mig ef 
and worked the land for all it was worth. It 
is just the same with us. The summers are 
short and hot. It is hotter in Winnipeg than 
it is in New York. But here, too, are ahead of 
you people in some things. As we dress 
for the winter in furs, we dress for the summer 
in a becoming way. Down here a man is sup- 
posed to shiver in a tall black hat and kid 
gloves in winter, with a pair of earlaps mak- 
ing him hideous, while in summer he is ex- 
pected to change the color of the hat only, 
while he roasts under an overcoat which he 
callsa duster. It is very different with us. 
Insummer we wear thick helmets with a 
good ventilation, and we keep.the sun off our 
heads while we have plenty of air. We all 
wear light clothes, suited to the season, and 
fiannel shirts with flannel collars attached 
are general even among the wealthy. When 
these are white thev are becoming, and noth- 
ing else is eo cool. Then we wear white can- 
vas shoes, and if we dress for comfort we also 
dress with taste. But we ‘sre worried with 
flies. They come in millions. There are black 
flies, mosquitoes, bulldogs and sand flies, or 
‘bite and can’t see ’em,’ as the Indians call 
them: 

‘‘Ag for the Indians, they never bother us. 
But do not fancy that the Indians in the Cana- 
dian northwest are quiet because of the paternal 
policy of the Canadian government. That is 
a popular delusion. The Indians are quiet, or 
bave been, because the Hudson Bay company, 
which had judicial and commercial control of 
the country for nearly two centuries, treated 
them well. It was to the interest of the Hud- 
son Bay company to be on good terms with the 
Indians, and the fact’ that in their long in- 
tercouree with the Indians the company had 
only one of their number killed, is sufficient 
proof ofthe friendly. relations which existed 
between the redskins and the white men all 
over the Canadian northwest. I have heard 
factors, as the managers of Hudson bay posts 
are called, say that that they always gave 
trust to the Indians in the old days, and that 
the Indians always paid their indebtedness; 
that there were very few.disputes, and 
that those that did occur were always settled 
by the legal authorities, and in conformity 
with the methods of the Indian as well as 
those of the white man, You see, the Hudson 
Ray company wanted mothing from the Indian 
but his furs, and as long as the Indian was 
not robbed of his land he looked on the Hud- 
son Bay company as a benefactor, and it was 
to his interest to carry out his obligations and 
preserve peace and order. We never had any 
trouble with the Indians.until the Canadian 
government bought the northwest territories 
from the Hudson Bay company for $1,500,000, 
the cheapest purchase ever made. Nowa few 
of the Indians are uneasy because we are tak- 
ing their lands. But it does not amount to 
anything. 

‘‘About immigration—well, we have been 
ry Lge I contess, and the country will 
not be peopled as fast as we anticipated. But 
as we grow, the difficulties in our way will ba 
removed, just as they have been in every other 
country. Iam not afraid of our future.” 

With this the Canadian buttoned his coat
